This is genuine 
sugar beet seed 
exactly what is used for the grow ¬ 
ing of sugar beets for the manufac- 
ture

In 
select- 
ing

the land for your experiment 
take what you think is the bestMund 
on your ranch 
It takes good land 
to grow beets 
They will absolute- 
ly 


¬ 
be a failure on 
poor 
land 
land 
that is soft and rich 
such as river 
bottom 
or river sediment lands 
or 
mesa 
lands having a good 
deal 
of 
humus such as old alfalfa lands 
or 
garden 
lands 
or any loose 
alluvial 
soils that are susceptible 
to 
good 
lpose cultivation and 
do not bake 
too hard after irrigating 
In preparing 
we generally 
plow 
our lands first then irrigate 
them 
either by flooding 
or by furrow ir ¬ 
rigation 
being sure to get the land 
all wet 
When 
sufficiency 
dry to 
disc 
or work up with a spring tooth 
harrow get onto it immediately 
and 
work 
it down level and to garden 
shape 
and plant 
at 
once 
before 
losing any great amount of moisture 
The seed should 
be 
planted 
in 
rows either 
18 or 20 inches apait 
On exceptionally 
rich land 
the lows 
should be 18 inches 
From 18 to 20 
pounds of seed should 
be planted to 
thl acre and the seed 
planted to a 
depth of from lj to 2 inches 
deep 
As soon as the beets 
have 
come 
up nicely 
so 
that 
you can 
row 
them 
across 
the 
field give 
them 
a light cultivating being careful not 
to cut them out 
or cover 
them up 
with dirt 
When they show a somewhat even 
growth of from four 
to six leaves 
they will generally be about three 
inches tall at that time 
They should 
be thinned out in 
the row 
leaving 
only one a single 
beet 
in a place 
and 
should 
be lest from 10 to 14 
inches apart 
Great care should be 
exercised 
in the leaving of only one 
plant in a place 
After they are thinned cultivate 
and hoe as the growth of 
the beets 
demand 
all weeds and grass should 
be kept out of the field at all times 
After 
the 
foliage 
grows 
large 
enough 
to 
completely 
cover 
the 
rows 
so that there 
are 
no bare 
places to be seen 
the beets will bej 
about the diameter of Irom 4 to b 
inches at this time 
then the culti ¬ 
vation should cease 
In irrigating do so 
in 
furrows 
flooding must be avoided 
Irrigate 
when the beets need it 
two or three 
times should be sufficient 
The first 
irrigation should be about three 
or 
four weeks 
after 
the 
beets 
have 
been thinned 
but in case of rain or 
if the beets are doing well then put 
off the irrigation as long as possible 
The last irrigation should 
be about 
the middle of May 
In all cases do 
not flood 
and 
be sure to 
have 
a 
good waste ditch at the end of the 
field to take off the 
waste water 
Flooding or 
allowing 
the water to 
back 
up 
and 
stand 
will 
in hot 
weather 
scald the beets 
The beets should mature from the 
1st of June to the last of July 
The planting season 
in 
the 
Salt 
River valley is from 
November 1st 
tp February 12th
